While the attack on General Cronje 


proceeds, there is a race for concentra- 
tion between the Boers and the British.

5000 to 8000 entrenched men 5s likely to 
become an incident in a battle betweeri 
the masses. 
The separated fractions 


of the Boer power are rapidly drawing 
together to attack Lord Roberts. 


Will General Cronje be able to hold 


out until the Boer masses appear, or, if 
he docs, will they then be able to succor 
him?

General Buller, according to a dis-

says: Lord Roberts, who was once an 
artillery officer, will take care that the 
artillery fire is properly concentrated. 
Prolonged shelling will compel the Boers 
either to hurl themselves at the British 
infantry in the hope of forcing their 
way out or to surrender. 


The best chance for General Cronje 


would be to make a night attack, but 
the bayonet will serve the British at 
night as well as by day. There are, of 
course, in war all sorts of chances. A 
party of Boers from the north or the 
south might conceivably fall by surprise 
on some point of the investing ring and 
thus gain a chance to escape for the be- 
leaguered Boers, but the probabilities 
are that General Cronje will be com- 
pelled to surrender, and that thus at 
Paardeberg will be effected the destruc- 
tion of the first fraction of the Boer 
army.

Cosato had lived in West Concord since 


1892. 
He was 28 years of age. Nothing 


is known here as to his antecedents. He 
had had numerous little disputes -with 
his neighbors and fellow employes, but 
none of them serious enough to furnish 
a motive for this cold-blooded murder.

suddenly here last night In his apart- 
ments at the Hamilton House of angina 
pectoria, aged about 60 years. He had 
been apparently ^n. the best of health 
during- the day ie»d bad returned to the 
hotel only a sha*1; time before he was 
stricken. Medical aid was hastily sum- 
moned, but it was evident to the phy- 
sician that his case was hopeless and he 
died within an hour after the attack. 
The deceased leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren in Chicago, a son in Montana and 
another son, who is a lieutenant In the 
regular army In the Philippines. 


Because of the great success he had 


attained in managing the affairs of the 
various organizations to which he was 
appointed. General McNulta became 
popularly known as the "great Ameri- 
can receiver." He was at various times 
receiver of the Wabash railroad, the 
Clover Leaf road and the whisky trust, 
and at the time of his death was acting 
In a similar capacity four the national 
Bank of Illinois, wgfth failed several 
years ago. 


General McNulta was at one time a 


member of congress and was a lawyer 
of distinguished ability. He was a close 
friend of General Grant, and saw active 
service in the Civil waff, in which he'was 
neverely wounded

Offered Big Inducements for the 


Next Democratic National 


Convention 


"Washington, Feb. 23.—The next na- 


tional Democratic convention will be 
held at Kansas City, July 4. This was 
the decision of the Democratic national 
committee, which met here yesterday to 
fix the time and place of holding- the 
convention. 
Milwaukee was the only 


other city which competed for the honor 
of entertaining tj- s convention, and the 
poor show ing made when the vote was 
taken (the result being Kansas City, 40; 
Milwaukee, 9;) caused general surprise. 
The claims of the rival cities aa to hotel 
accommodations, railroad and tele- 
graphic facilities were presented in open 
session by representatives of each city, 
and subsequently In executive session. 
tEx-Governor "W". J. Stone, on behalf of 
Kansas City, and National Committee- 
man E. C. Wall, onbeimlf of Milwaukee, 
explained the financial inducements 
which the city he represented was will- 
ing to make. 
Each offered the com- 


mittee $50,000, but, in addition, Kansas 
City was willing to furnish hotel ac- 
commodations for the members of the 
committee, and the hall with decora- 
tions and music free of expense to the 
committee. 


One of Milwaukee's strongest argu- 


ments waa the political effect the hold- 
Ing of the convention In that city would 
have upon the German-American vot- 
ers, who were represented to the com- 
mittee as wavering in their allegiance 
to the Republican party. 


It seemed to ba taken for granted by 


at least two speakers that Bryan would 
be renominated and that the Chicago 
platform in substance would be re- 
affirmed. 
Opposition to trusts, ex- 


pansion and imperialism, together with 
every mention of Bryan and the Chicago 
platform aroused enthusiasm, out dur- 
ing the open session of the committee 
there was no allusion to the issue of free 
silve-r. 


Three dates for holding the convention 


were proposed, May 5-, by Mr. Town- 
send of Oregon; June 14, by Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina, and July 4, 
by Mr. McGraw of West Virginia. 
A 


speech by ex-Senator Gorman in favor 
of holding to precedent and naming a 
date later than that for the convention 
of the party in power had considerable 
influence in causing Independence day 
to be chosen. 


After the committee had selected the 


"Gate City" of the west,'the Kansas 
City boomers held a jollification meet- 
ing in their rooms at the Raleigh. 
Ex- 


Governor Stone addressed the gather- 
ing, and'predicted that the nominee of 
the convention would be the victor at 
the polls in November. 


The committee call says: 
"Each 


state is entitled to a representative 
therein eaual to double the number of 
its senators and representatives in the 
congress of the United States, and each 
territory, Alaska, Indian Territory and 
the District of Columbia, shall have six 
delegates. All Democratic conservative 
reform citizens of the United States, ir- 
respective of past political associations 
and differences, who can unite with us 
in the effort for pure, economical and 
constitutional government, an<i who 
favor the republic and oppose the em- 
pire, are cordially invited to join us in 
Bending delegates to the convention,"

ARMAMENT OF BOERS. 


Secret Report Showing Expend- 


itures During Last Six Years. 


TEOKOUGH PEEPAMTION FOB VAB 


ftvev Two Hundred Heavy Guns and 


F^eldpleces of t^e Most Modern De- 
Blgn Have Been Bouartit Since 1896. 
Effective Feature* at tie Crenaot 
Cannon. 


The expenditures of the Boer govern- 


ment for artillery during the past four 
years are shown with startling blunt- 
ness In a document that has beea 
brought to Durban from Pretoria, In a 
roundabout way, and which was Issued 
some time before the opening of the 
war for the private Information of the 
members of the volkeraad, says the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


There has been little attempt at con- 


cealment on the part of the Boers. The 
purchase of modern artillery and email 
arms and the general Improvement of 
their army have been carried on open- 
ly and no one of the outside barba- 
rians gave the matter any thought or 
any attention. 


In 1894 the Boers gave their first or- 


der for a quantity of heavy guns, and 
then they expended 
$500,000 with 


Krupp of Germany and about $500,000 


mounted on the hills at either side the 
narrow pass that leads from Natal Into 
the Transvaal, another Is overlooking 
I-adysmith, as has been already stated, 
and the, fourth protects Pretoria, 
There Is a rumor that the Boers have 
two dynamite guifs of American, manu- 
facture, but hesitate to use them, be- 
cause they corn* Tinder the prohibited 
weapons of the Geneva convention. 
There Is no mention of these guns In 
the report now at hand, and so the 
statement may have no foundation, al- 
though It Is believed that Boer agents 
Inquired in the United States concern- 
ing these guns when their effectiveness 
had been proved by the rebelling Cu- 
bans. 


In all, the Boers have bc'twpon 220 


and 230 heavy guns and fieldpieces, 
every individual gun being of the latest 
design and with the latest improve- 
ments, and the entire number superior 
In nearly every way to those possessed 
by the British. In small arms the bulk 
of the burgher army is supplied with 
Mauser rifles of higfc velocity, whose 
bullets have very oartfch the effect of 
explosive projectiles in wounds. There 
are likewise a large quantity of Kro- 
patscheck rifles from Portugal and 
Matmlicher from Germany. These hit- 
ter, however, have not yet been used tr\ 
any extent

with an Austrian firm for small arms. 
The Krupp guns were delivered in 1895 
and included two of what was then 
the largest pattern for a gun in the 
world. 
They are 46 feet in length, 


weigh 120 tons, throw a shell weighing 
2,300 pounds and require 904 pounds of 
powder for each discharge. One of 
these enormous weapons has been 
dragged to the hills overlooking Lady- 
smith, the other is on the fortifications 
defending Pretoria, where it awaits the 
approach of the British in their assault 
on the capital. Both are amply pro- 
vided with ammunition, which, in addi- 
tion to the great steel and iron shells, 
consists of shrapnel holding 3,000 balls, 
weighing S1/^ Ouirees each. Its bore is' 
10.38 inches, and all these attributes 
hare enabled this gun to make Lady- 
smith a most uncomfortable spot dur- 
ing the past several weeks. 


In 1895 another $500,000 was ex- 


pended with Krupp, and a number of 
field guns of long range were obtained, 
as were also several mountain and 
bush guns, these 
being 
especially 


adapted to the hilly country and the 
hot climate of the Transvaal. But it 
was in 1896 that the Boers contracted 
for the guns that have thus far in the 
war done them the most effective serv- 
ice. 
It was at this time that they 


made their first purchase of six can- 
non manufactured at Creusot, France, 
and so satisfied were the Boer officers 
•with them that 18 have been added to 
the Transvaal armament since that 
date. One of the many effective fea- 
tures of this gun is the clever arrange- 
ment of springs and brakes that lessen 
the recoil materially and bring the 
gun back to its former position within 
two seconds after being disckargcd. 
This gives greater velocity to the pro- 
jectile and increases the range. The 
velocity Is over 1,500 feet at the muz- 
zle, 
and the carrying distance is a 


trifle under five miles. This remark- 
able result is obtained from a charge 
of less than two pounds of powder and 
from a gun weighing only 3,400 pounds. 
Eight shots may be fired each minute 
without heating the metal, and every 
gun goes into action provided with 144 
rounds of ammunition. There is a suf- 
ficient quantity of ammunition for 
these particular guns to keep them in 
active service for the next two years. 


During 1S97, 1898 and a portion of 


1809 the Boers continued to strengthen 
their artillery arm and also to fortify 
many of the hills along the frontier. 
In this period they bought 48 rapid 
fire Schneider-Canet 14],i pounders 
that throw a shrapnel containing 234 
bullets and is fired 200 times per min- 
ute, -with a range of three and a half 
miles. 
Five batteries of eight rapid 


fire guns of the Maxim type each are 
being used against Mafeking and Lady- 
smith, ancl.their terrific execution has 
been seen in the decimated ranks of 
the English assaulting columns. These 
Maxims fire 350 shells each minute 
and arc cosily handled by one man. 
Both of these rapid fire guns can be 
swung on the carriage in any direc- 
tion tmd at almost any desired eleva- 
tion or dopres&ion. They can be di- 
rected with the same accuracy as a 
garden hose, and a battery of eight 
guns of this description, each gun 
pouring fortu an unbroken stream of 
75,000 bullets every minute, or 000,000 
bullets in all, into the advancing ranks 
of an enoiny, is rnth'er a difficult prop- 
osition to overcome. 


The effective range of the Maxims 


and other rapid fire guns does not often 
exceed 4,000 yards, although the Boers 
secured from both of those factories a 
limited number of lotfg range rapid 
tiro guns, the oaly examples of the kind 
that bavo been made, and with them 
Kluibt-rley nnd Mafcking have been

It Will Have Little Effect o 


Here, It Is Said. 


Speaking of the reports of the scar- 


city of coal in Great Britain aad on the 
continent and its probable effect upon 
prices here, a prominent coal operator 
said the other day to a reporter of the 
New York Tribune: 


"There seems to be little doubt that 


a coal famine is impending in Europe, 
but I don't think its occurrence will 
have much effect in raising prices here. 
The export movement has not yet set 
in, but -we are getting inquiries from 
abroad. 
The coal needed for foreign 


use is bituminous, very little anthra- 
cite being exported. Bituminous coal 
has been for sjeveral months ruling at 
fancy prices, having gone as high as 
$3.50 to §3.75 a ton. At present it is 
selling at about $3, free on board, and 
I think when trade conditions again 
approach the normal the price will set- 
tle at about $2.50. The great activity 
in general business has, of course, 
largely increased the demand for bitu- 
minous coal, especially the steam and 
smelting varieties, but the chief cause 
of the extremely high price has been 
the scarcity of cars. 


"There is an unlimited supply of bl- 


taminous coal, and ne~w fields can be 
opened up much more rapidly and in- 
expensively than new anthracite mines 
could be developed. In ordinary times 
we are abla to use, in case of need, 
box cars, flat cars and other varieties, 
in addition to the regular coal cars, but 
during the last few months each line 
of business has needed all the cars de- 
signed for its particular sort of freight 
which could be had, the result being 
that the coal trade was restricted to 
the use of coal cars, thus limiting the 
quantity of coal which could be deliv- 
ered to consumers. 


"Many railroads, however, are now 


increasing largely the number of their 
coal cars, so that it seems probable 
that the coal companies will be able in 
future to move a much larger tonnage 
than heretofore, thus bringing the sup- 
ply more nearly to an equality with the 
demand and lowering the price to a fig- 
ure which will, without being eicess- 
ive, afford a satisfactory profit to pro- 
ducer, carrier and agent." 


It is said on good authority that some 


of the important railroad companies 
are storing at convenient points along 
their lines large quantities of coal in 
anticipation of the possibility of a 
strike of coal miners. 


NEGROES AT PARIS FAIR. 


Bihlblt of Cliartg to Illustrate 


American Negro'* Development. 
Atlanta university has been chosen 


to prepare the negro exhibit for the 
exposition at Paris. Dr. W. H. B. Du 
Bois is in charge of this work and has 
just completed the first series of 
charts, which will be sent to Paris at 
once. These 31 charts graphically il- 
lustrate every phase in the develop- 
ment of the negro from slavery to 
what he 5s at the present time, says 
the New York Sun, taking up such 
questions as family life, mortality, 
crime, education, religion, property, oc- 
cupation and showing the development 
from decade to decade since 1860. 


They also compare the negro and 


white population in various ways and 
in some cases, ns in illiteracy, com- 
pare the negro with other countries. 
These results are not put down in the 
shape of dry statistical reports, but 
are shown by lines, blocks or circles, 
with the different proportions shown 
in various colors. The main gist of 
each chart may thus be seen at a 
glance, while the exact figures are also 
there for any one who wishes them.

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A SOLDIER OF TRUTH. 


A VETERAN'S VALUABLE ADDITION 


TO WAR LITERATURE. 


How an Odd Signal Agreed Upon by 


Brothels, Wlio Were on Opposite Side*, 
Wa» Finally Used—A Mj story the Old 
Soldier Didn't Try to Kxplaiii. 


As the reporter was rapidly hnrrying 


past the door of a saloon lie was met by 
an old soldier, who suggestively tipped 
his hat. 


"If you \rill toll mo a story," re- 


marked the reporter, accepting the tip,

armies, and good soldiers, I may add. 
This man, who is now a merchant and 
comes to New York to bay goods every 
year, was in the Federal army, and he 
had a nephew in the same regiment 
•with himself and another in the Confed- 
erate army. 
The young chaps were 


brothers, and they were mighty fond of 
each other, but they were fonder of their 
principles or patriotism or politics, or 
whatever you may call it, so they agreed 
to disagree, and each one go to the side 
he thought was the right side. 


"It was a sad parting, for they had 


been closer together than most brothers, 
and before' they separated they fixed up 
a kind of signal to identify themselves 
by, so that if one was wounded and left 
on the field he could notify the other if 
it happened they were on the opposite 
sides in that particular fight It was a 
boyish kind of a lottery chance of one 
in a million, but it suited them, and 
that's all they cared for.

You can see how 
childish and almost impossible it was, 
but there was just that chance in it that 
made it attractive to the boys, and they 
told each other goodby and went their 
ways, the one to the north, the other to 
the south, each bearing with him his 
chain and note of identification attached 
to the bit of lead that some day might

The veteran was becoming poetic and ! 


pathetic, and the reporter suggested a j 
refilling of the glasses, and the sugges- 
tion met with immediate and pleased 
approval. 


"For the first two years," continued 


the veteran, "the beys hadn'tany occa-

HARPOONING TARPON. 
THE T.'rtoT DIRECTORY. 


Eoyal 
to Both 
Sport That Appeals 
Hunters and J"isliers. 


A writer for Outing tells about the 


sport of striking tarpon. 


•''For this," he says, "one uses a 


birbed iron called 'grains' or a short, 
light harpoon known as a'lily iron,' 
either of which is temporarily attached 
to a light pine pole, the striking pole, 
and is cast as a spear might be. 


"The 
grains is a double pronged 


wrought iron instrument, the prongs usu- 
ally not more than 3 or 4 inches in 
length, and from three-sixteenths to 
three-eighths of an inch thick. Strong 
barbs axe sprung an inch from the deli- 
cately sharp, hardened points, having a 
spread of three-eighths of an inch and 
about 13^ inches space between the two. 
The prongs are cut so that the points, 
while extending inward, are raised from 
opposing sides. This gives the greatest 
holding power. The grains has also a 
tapered socket for the striking pole. The 
lily iron is a far heavier instrument, 
and, unlike the grains, is capable of 
killing at a blow. The upper sides of 
the barbs are left broad and flat, ena- 
bling them to withstand a strain of sev- 
eral hundred pounds. A heavier and 
sharper weapon is used to strike sword- 
fish or porpoises, as the former are 
dangerous creatures, unless hit mortally. 
Then there are necessary 300 or 400 feet 
of soft 'striking line,' three-sixteenths 
of an inch in diameter, and one of the 
ordinary fishing boats of the Florida 
coast and a guide. 


"On approaching the tarpon run the 


sails and mast are stowed, and the guide 
uses a pole in the shallow water and 
scnlis in the channel. A fish being seen, 
the striker indicates its direction, and, 
standing in the bow with widely spread 
legs, leaning well back, with poised 
spear, the man waits till he is within 20 
feet, unless he is unusually powerful, 
then hurls the weapon, which shoots 
with a hiss into the water. 


"The fish is anywhere from two to 


three feet beneath the surface of the wa- 
ter, changing its position constantly, 
and, because of the refraction, seeming- 
ly anywhere but where it really is. A 


Some Quaint Olden Time New York Busi-

In the first diiectory of New York 


city, -which was issued in 1786, there 
are some peculiar and quaint entries.

John Bean, 00 Broadway, as "surgeon 
and tooth puller;" S. Crygier, 69 Cherry 
street, "punch and porter house;" Jo 
Deleplane of 132 Queen street, "Quaker 
speaker;" D. Hitchcock, 89 Queen 
street, "house carpenter and undertak- 
er;" John Hogland, 95 Queen street, 
"fiddler, etc.;" Henry H. Kip, 25 King 
street, "inspector of pot and pearl 
ashes;" John Nitchie, 7 Garden street, 
"starch and hair powder maker;" Sam- 
nel B. Webb, 29 Lower Dock street, 
"gentleman."

All teachers were then ad- 
dressed either as "schoolmasters" or

'A writer, Leonard D. Abbott, in a 


recent number of th-e Outlook, takes 
for his subject "The Socialist Move- 
ment m Massachusetts." 
The result 


of the city elections in Havertrill and 
Prcckton, giving socialist mayors to 
these cities, appear to have been the 
suggestion for the article. Mr. Abbott 
reports the campaigns in these cities, 
the comment of the 
Massachusetts 


press and the socialists loyalty to prin- 
ciples. Then he makes this statement: 


"Probably Edward Bellamy's book, 


scattered so widely through these New 
England homes, have been largely re- 
sponsible for the growth of the social- 
istic sentiment. Socialistic papers and 
pamphlets have been distributed here 
in thousands for many years for the 
socialist movement of today is clearly 
the logical development of an earlier 
and vaguer populist movement. 
But 


inore powerful than all other factors in 
the education of Massachusetts work- 
men has been the evolution of industry. 
The men of Haverhill and Brockton 
can remember the time when a shoe- 
maker made a complete shoe ur>ati his 
knee. Today the individual, working in 
coricert with scores of others and using 
complex machinery, makes a hundredth 
part of a shoe. A priori, one would sup- 
pose that such a. marvelous mechanical 
development would brina. comfort and 
security to all. As a matter of fact, 
the Haverhi'. shoemakers are much 
•worse off than their fathers. T*nere is 
niore poverty, more insecurity and 
more unemployment. The invention, of 
machinery and the concentration of in- 
dustry 
have 
brought 
incalculable 


•wealth to the capitalist class, but mis- 
ery to the workers. Is it to be won- 
dered at that New England working- 
men now realize that the factory, al- 
ready social in its nature, should also 
become social proDerty and be admin- 
istered to promote the well-being of the 
•vluole community? Is it not natural 
that they should flock in ever-increas- 
ing numbers to the party which, as- 
serts its object to be the collective or 
public ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and distribution?" 


While the workers have not received 


their full dividend from the introduc- 
tion of labor-saving machinery, it is 
not true that here in Massachusetts the 
introduction of such machinery has 
done nothing but "brought incalculable 
wealth to the capitalistic class but 
misery to the workers." Were the old 
Individualism 
prevailing today the 


man who could make a pair of shoes 
could hardly afford to wear them.

Description on* Picture* of Moan-

The Rev. Father Algue, Society of 


Jesus, who recently arrived in Wash- 
ington from Manila, has been In con- 
ference with Secretary Root concern- 
Ing the complete atlas of the archipel- 
ago which the Jesuit fathers were ap- 
pointed by the Philippine commission 
to prepare for the war department. 
The atlas has engaged the labors of 
some of the most learned men in the 
Jesuit order. They have given it their 
entire time for many months, which 
Insures its exactness. It is a fully out- 
lined geography of each and every Is- 
land in the Philippines, describing and 
picturing every mountain, lake, river, 
gulf and bay in our new possessions, 
giving the correct geographical position 
of each, the altitude of the mountains 
and the length and breadth of the wa- 
terways, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. Father Algue brought with 
him 31 complete maps. Besides those 
maps, he has had made for the gov- 
ernment more than 150 clear cut and 
finely finisked photographs and 150 
pen and ink sketches from nature made 
by experienced artists In the Jesuit 
order. 


Father Algue and his assistants have 


also prepared a comprehensive geo- 
graphical history minutely describing 
the past and present conditions of the 
Islands, their natural resources and the 
various grades of their inhabitants. 
About 12 of those manuscripts were 
written in the Jesuits' observatory at 
Manila. The others are the work of 
various' committees of the Jesuits,ap- 
pointed by the superior general of the 
order. 


Those committees visited every is- 


land in the archipelago, traversed ev- 
ery section of land, made a close study 
of every tribe of people and studied 
every vegetable and mineral product 
of the islands. Aside from their geo- 
graphical value the documents Father 
Algue has brought to the United States 
will prove trustworthy additions to our 
natural history. The manuscripts are 
all in Spanish. As soon as they can be 
translated into English they, with the 
maps and illustrations, are to be pub- 
lished by the geodetic and coast sur- 
vey. 


One of the most Important papers 


Father Algue brought officially to the 
government is a document, signed by 
Generals Otis and Bates, the substance 
of which is as follows: When General 
Bates took possession of some of the 
villages of the islands, he entered Mta- 
danao and called together as many of 
the leaders of the different tribes as he 
could reach at that time and asked 
them to tell him what they would pre- 
fer above all things that the Ameri- 
cans should do for them. 
General 


Bates was astonished at the unani- 
mous reply of the Christians, pagans 
and Mohammedans, "Bring ns the 
Jesuit missionaries." 
General Bates 


asked: 


"How is that? Do they not take 


money from yon?" 


"None whatever. On the contrary, 


they build roads, bridges and schools 
for us, and when famine comes they 
give us food. But more than all eke 
we desire tliem for the sake of peace 
and prosperity, for the Jesuits under- 
stand all of our languages, and when 
the tribes fight among one another 
they act as peacemakers." 


General Bates asked the natives if 


they wished native priests. They re- 
plied that they wanted Jesuit mission- 
aries, either American or Spanish. 
However, they demanded that the 
priests should be able to speak the na- 
tives' languages. 


Father Algne gives an interesting ac- 


count of Yamontaca, a town at the 
mouth of the Pulangui-Red river. The 
conditions and peculiar origin of Llie 
Inhabitants there are entirely unknown 
In America. In wartime all prisoners 
Captured by Filipino tribes are made 
slaves. For years the Jesuits have 
bought the slave children and reared 
them in Yamontaca as free citizens. 
The price of these children ranges from 
$2.50 to §8.50 in gold, about $6 in Mex- 
ican money. The girls are educated 
under native nuns, and the boys re- 
ceive instruction 
from the Jesuit 


priests. Their education embraces the 
elementary branches, practical trades 
and agriculture. The girls are taught 
to read and write and perform the do- 
mestic duties which fit them to become 
wives and mothers. 


When the children grow to proper 


ages, they are permitted to marry, each 
making his or her choice. The mission- 
aries provide them with a home, farm- 
Ing implements, blacksmiths' or car- 
penters' tools, as the man's education 
may demand, and provisions for the 
little family for one year. Thua started 
in life, the man makes a humble but 
useful citizen. Father Algue says: 


"It is remarkable what rapid prog- 


ress is made by these people toward 
civilization, considering the fact that 
their parents were of the wildest In- 
habitants of the islands."

Born on the Island. 


&BEAT NEED OF riNANOIAL AID. 


An Established Form of Government 


and Money Mu»t Be FnrnUhed or 
tne Industries "Will Be Ilnlned, 
Declare* Jon«pb Aymer — Natural 
Rlcliueaa of the Country. 
Joseph Aymar, an American citizen 


who was born In Porto Rico and who 
has many acquaintances among the 
leading men in the island which he has 
visited recently, said recently to a re- 
porter of the New York Sun that what 
Porto Rico most needed now were 
money and an established government. 
Affairs in the island are about aa bad 
as they can be, but if they are allowed 
to run on as they are for awhile lon- 
ger there will be no recovery, In Mr. 
Aymar's opinion, for a great many 
years to come. 


In order to understand the present 


state of industries in the Island MX. 
Aymar said it Is necessary to go back 
a little. For several years before the 
Spanish-American war Porto Rlcan 
crops had been poor and times rather 
hard. The poor crops were caused by 
climatic conditions, and the people of 
Porto Rico were in no way to blame 
for them. Just before the war Spain 
granted to the island an autonomy as 
broad aa that which Canada possesses 
today. The war began before that au- 
tonomy was fairly tested. 


One reason why the island has al- 


ways been very susceptible to ex- 
tremes of business depression was be- 
cause the circulation per capita in tha 
islan^ has always been very small. At 
the very best it has never been greater 
than §0 or $7 per capita. One of the 
first things the autonomist government 
was going to do to remedy this condi- 
tion of affairs was to bond the Island 
for $16,000,000. Spain had never con- 
sented to the bonding of the island be- 
fore autonomy was granted. The war 
prevented the carrying out of the plan. 


The people of the island today want 


. a territorial form of government with 
authority to bond the island for the 
money to, carry out public improve- 
ments and maintain the educational 
system. The resources of the island, 
Mr. Aymar says, are amply sufficient 
to stand bonding for $16,000,000. Gen- 
,eral Davis' estimate of the value of the 
agricultural properties of the island 
was $160,000,000. 
Of this total $70,- 


000,000 or $80,000,000 represents the 
coffee properties. These coffee plan- 
'tations are mortgaged for about $10,- 
000,000, or at about 12 per cent of their 
,value. Nobody will lend another cent 
,on them because there is no money to 
'lend in the island in the first place, 
and in the second the uncertainty as to 
the future of the island scares away 
joutside capital. Mr. Aymar told of 
lone friend of his in Porto Rico who 
had a plantation valued xat $3,000. It 
was mortgaged for §200. The mort- 
gage camfa due not long ago, and the 
.proprietor had only $100 to his name. 
The holder of the mortgage was about 
Ito foreclose and would have foreclosed 
if the proprietor had not almost by ac- 
cident found a man who out of very 
pity let him have the additional $100. 


Unless the money stringency which 


makes it possible for §3,000 properties 
to be taken away for 200 mortgages is 
somehow relieved the very best people 
In the island, the men who have built 
up its trade and its,commerce, will be 
altogether wiped out in a few months 
giore, Mr. Aymar said. Nor will the 
injury end with the ruty of these men 
to whom the United States owed any- 
thing but the ,ruin of their business. 
The men who get these properties at 
about 10 per cent of their value will 
not attempt to get out of them the full 
profit of which they are capable. A man 
with a $100,000 plantation, 
obtained 


for $10,000, will be abundantly satis- 
fied with an income of $5,000 a year, 
where the man who had spent his life 
making it worth $100,000 would do hits 
best to make It pay him as much again. 
It would be generations before the 
smash in values would be recovered 
from. 


The only relief for the men who see 


Tuin staring them in the face In the is- 
lands now, according to Mr. Aymar, Is 
for the United States treasury to send 
$2,000,000 to the island at once as an 
advance to be paid back as soon as 
the Island Is bonded for $16,000,000, 
which It would have no difficulty ln*do- 
Ing as soon as a territorial form of gov: 
ernment was established there. The 
people of Porto Rico feel that they 
are entitled to a civil government The 
military government is such that no 
capital dares peep out of the deposi- 
tories. No man dares lend to his neigh- 
bor on any security. 


Ninety per cent of the coffee planta- 


tions, Mr. Aymar said, are now uncul- 
tivated and will remain useless, becom- 
ing more and more overgrown with 


(vegetation every day, so long as the 
owners cannot pay laborers to culti- 
vate them. Porto Rico is today in a 
far worse state than it ever was under 
the rule of Spain. It is not pleasant 
for an American citizen to admit such 
a thing even to himself, but no one 
who knows anything about conditions 
down there can attempt to deny it. The 
people have come to appreciate it, and 
they feel as if they had been 1'unkc^ 
by the representatives of the United 
'States, who came to them, as did Gen- 
eral Miles at the head of the army of 
invasion, promising them that they 
shouiu have "equal immunities aud 
privileges with those enjoyed by the 
citizens of the United States." 


As to the ability of the island to sup- 


port itself, once conditions were es- 
tablished under which business could 
be carried on, Mr. Aymar said that 
Porto Rico raised for government ex- 
penses in the fiscal year 1897-8—al- 
though that was a year following a suc- 
cession of bad crops—$4,000,000 with- ' 
out any great difficulty. Of that $4,- 
000,000 at least $2,500,000 represented 
expenses that would find no place un- 
der our government. To show how 
this was so, Mr. Aymar ran over some 
of the items of the way in which the 
$4,000,000 was applied—$107,000 went 
to tbo clergy, $20,000 to the building 
and repair of churches, $47,000 to the 


I military clergy, $1,250,000 to the army 
I budget, $222.000 to the ««"»• 


to the pension fund and $200,000 for 
stamped paper. 


Mr. Aymar expressed the opinion that 


In sending an advance of $2,000,000 to 
Porto Rico to be loaned under the su- 
pervision of an agriculturists' bank or 
any other agency the government in- 
dorsed tbeUnltedStates would be doing 
no more than Great Britain did for the 
Mauritians under exactly similar cir- 
cumstances and no more than llolland 
did for Java. We would not be doing 
nearly as much, he said, as we did for 
Cuba, a country with a per capita cir- 
culation of $300, when we sent her 
$3,000,000 immediately after the close 
of the war. This money would be loan- 
ed, and we would be absolutely sure of 
a prompt payment. 


As to the Porto Rlcan tariff measure 


now pending in congress, Mr. Aymar 
said that, while it might be an expedi- 
ent measure politically and while the 
revenues to be derived from it might 
afford an easy way of meeting the ex- 
penses of the Porto Rican government, 
the effect of its passege would be most 
unfortunate on the Porto Rican people 
and on the financial Interests of the 
island. 
The passing of the measure 


would establish the status of the island 
as not being an integral part of the 
United States and as not entitled to the 
Immunities and privileges which are 
enjoyed by citizens of the United 
States. The passage of the law would 
therefore be a crushing blow to the 
self respect of tbe Porto Ricans and to 
their spirit of American patriotism, 
and, moreover, by destroying the hope 
of the stable civil government would 
yet longer postpone the day when cred- 
it would once more exist in the island. | 


The Porto Ricans are thoroughly anx- 


ious to be Americanized. Desiring that 
they shall become one of the territories 
of the United States, they nevertheless , 
desire that their governors shall be 
men from the United States, that at 
least half of their territorial legislature 
shall be men from the United States 
and that more than half of i'~ -judges 
shall be men from the Uiut.H 
1 States. 


They hope in time to do e-\ erytbing as 
It is done in the United States. These 
desires are all the more creditable to 
them, said Mr. Aymar, when wo re- 
member that Porto Rico was Spain's 
model colony, never gave Spain any 
trouble and had a representation in the 
Spanish cortes, something which she , 
has not so much as asked from us.

scribed by Lieutenant Jarvls, 


Lieutenant Jarvis of the revenue ma-1 


rine service, who has recently returned 
from Alaska, commends with the high- 
est praise the Rev. Sheldon Jackson's ' 
plan if introducing reindeer into Alas- j 
ka, says the Chicago Record. 
Dr. 


Jackson has had to suffer a great deal! 
of ridicule In this regard, and good 
men have denounced the scheme as 
absurd and a waste of time and mon- 
ey, but Lieutenant .Tarvis says that 
reindeer are the only animals that can 
live and flourish in that country. They 
are invaluable for their milk, for food, 
for their fur as clothing and as beasts 
of burden. 


There are now about 3,500 deer be- 


longing to the government in Alaska, 
which are leased out among the na- 
tives near the missionary stations, to 
be taken care of under the supervision 
of government agents. 
The people 


who take care of them are allowed to 
keep the increase, which is about 50 
per cent a year. They are not allowed 
to till any and will not be until the 
total herd numbers 10,000, when Dr. 
Jackson thinks the deer will be able 
to take care of themselves. It is not 
the intention, however, to turn them 
loose and let them run wild, but t'ley 
will be kept as cattle are in the United 
States in corrals and herded in the 
neighborhood of the missionary sta- 
tions.

She Sells For Food the Rabbits She 


Cannot Exterminate.

Everybody has heard of the extraor- 


dinary ravages of the European rab- 
bits that were introduced into Aus- 
tralia years ago. The animals were 
imported so that the British subjects 
who had remove-! to the antipodes 
might enjoy the sport of rabbit bunt- 
ing. They had more a$ort than they 
bargained for, and the whole country 
regrets the day the little animal was 
introduced to Australian scenes, says 
the New York Sun. There are many 
millions of them now, and the little 
nibblers eat the grass that is required 
for flocks and herds, destroy fields, 
orchards and gardens and are the great 
nuisance of the country- The rewards 
offered by the various colonies for, 
some sure way of destroying the pest| 
would make the fortune of the mani 
who should discover the process. 
> 


Today, however, the Australians ap- 


pear to be a little more resigned under 
the infliction. The idea occurred to 
them awhile ago that they might 
utilize the animal on a large scale as a 
commercial commodity. So they set to 
work to kill rabbits by the thousands, 
can the meat and send it to Europe in 
cold storage. Australian canned rab-1 
bit sells at a cheap price in the British' 
markets and is beginning to be largely] 
consumed by thobe who cannot aSord 
very often to indulge In prime beef. 
The largest consignment of rabbit thus 
far left Melbourne late last year, a 
part of a steamer load being 15,000 
cases of cans, containing 3(30,000 rab- 
bits.

INDIAN FAMINE'S TERRORS., 


Mom DUtreu Titan In 1876 or In 


1895—Drongkt Al»o Severe.

A letter from the Rev. Edward Fair-; 


bank, missionary of the American 
(ward at Vadala, India, dated Jan. 12, 
tlves eome particulars of the famine. 
Jt ts as follow*: 


"Here at Vadala and within three 


miles of us there are 8,000 persons on 
the relief works. 
It was only two 


*reeks ago that there were less than 
B.OOO. 
People are nocking to these 


camps by the hundred. The overseer 
o£ the works told me Monday that he 
took on 900 that day. 
These facts 


ilone will show that the stress is rap- 
Idly growing extreme. 
' 


"The conditions of the people on the 


relief works are far beyond description. 
Three years ago at Sholapur at the end 
of the famine I saw less wretchedness 
and emaciation than I see here today 
at the beginning of the famine. Peo- 
ple have not recovered from the last 
famine. 
They have nothing in their 


bouses to pawn but a few brass ves- 
sels that they have been able to buy 
since that famine. These brass dishes 
are now being pawned by those who 
come into the relief works. It is their 
last resort to keep their bodies and , 
souls together before they get relief , 
from the government paymasters. The ' 
merchants here and in the near villages ' 
have cartloads on cartloads of brass \ 
disnes. 
: 


"There is great suffering from the 


cold in the nights of these winter days. ' 
The people are not only clothesless, but 
almost ragless. 
The wretchedness is 


terrible, but still worse is the emacia- 
tion. Living skeletons in abundance 
are in evidence on every side. The vll- j 
lage clerk tells me that many children 
are dying in the camps—too far gone to, 
recover. Many men and women have ' 
also died here. The only reason given 1 
is lack of food. Last night a man died 
in the camp who, they say, had not had 
anything to eat for three days. 
, 


"This famine is undoubtedly far more 


severe In these parts than that of 1876 
or that of 189G. One of the worst fea- 
tures is the lack of water. Rivers usu- 
ally flowing full at this time are! dry 
beds of sand. Wells that have never 
failed before in the memory of any one 
living have not a drop of water in 
them. The well that waters our gar- 
den and has never failed since my fa- 
ther came here, almost 45 years ago, is 
dry. 
The- village well that was sup- 


j posed to have a large living spring has 
i nothing in it now. Our little town is, 


j however, well off in the matter of wa- 


I ter as compared with most of the ', 
towns and villages in these parts. 


"Government officers tell me thattlie 


Indian government looks with the 


j greatest apprehension on the famine. 


1 It already feels unable to cope with it, 
eo great are its dimensions and propor- 
| tions at the very opening, and without 
| any doubt for nine months more the | 


famine must rage.

"Undoubtedly private philanthropy 


must supply great help in this famine. , 
far greater than in the last famine, if 
millions in these and other parts of In- 
dia are to be save'd from starvation."

Pliny, a •well known writer of about 


' the time of Christ, mentions having 


seen an agate the lines arid markings of 
•which formed a perfect picture of Apollo 
and the nine mnses. Pliny says that the 
little children recognized it on sight. 
In this wonderful natural picture, as 
well as the artificial drawings, Apollo 
was represented seated in the midst of 
the muses, harp in hand. 


Majolns, another writer of high stand- 


ing, saw an agate in the collection of a 
jeweler at Venice which, when polish- 
ed, showed a perfect picture of a shep- 
herd with a crook in hand and cloak 
thrown loosely over his shoulders. 


In the church of St. John, at Pisa, 


Italy, there is a piece of stone heavily 
marked with red, blue and yellow spar, 
the lines representing an old man with 
heavy white beard, with a bell in his 
hand, seated beside a small stream. To 
the worshipers at St. John's it is known 
as the St. Anthony stone, the picture 
npon it being a perfect likeness of that 
saint, everi to the minor details of tonic 
and bell. 


In 1605 some qnarrymen in Italy 


burst open a slab of marble, both sides 
of which contained an image of St. John 
the Baptist covered with the skin of a 
camel. Everything was true to nature 
—a single exception, the saint had only 
been provided with one leg and foot. 
How, when or upon what pretext the 
Turks were allowed to gain possession 
of tire wonderful relic the writer's au- 
thority fails to state. It only adds that 
the miraculous production is now in the 
temple of St. Sophia at Constantinople.

lines and veins which made a perfect 
picture of the fated city of Johnstown 
and the surrounding country.

Famous Lo&t river manifests }ts 


strange disposition through the north- 
ern and eastern sections of Orange 
county, Ind. The river, parent of all 
smaller ones, gushes from a bluff in 
Washington county, a stream with 
strong current which carries every- 
thing before it. It runs in well defined 
banks for several miles and then sud- 
denly disappears. 
Near Orleans it 


sinks into a great cavernous hole 
which might very readily be taken as 
the entrance to the lower regions and 
from which the rlvei- gained its sec- 
ondary name, the river Styx. 
The 


sink is black and unfathomable and 
even in the driest season has never 
been explored, although it has been as- 
certained that the descent is gradual 
and about 500 feet. 


Several miles from the first sink the 


stream comes forth from the side of a 
hill and, after running on the surface 
a mile or more, again sinks. By saw- 
dust and wooden ball tests it has 
been ascertained that another stream 
whioh rushes frAn the side of a bluff 
eight miles distant in altogether an- 
other section of the country is a con- 
tinuation of Lost river. This disap- 
pears in another sink, runs through an 
underground passage a mile or more 
in 'length and finally empties into 
White river. 


It 
is 
claimed the 
subterranean 


streams do not follow a single channel, 
but that the entire section is honey- 
combed by a complex system of mains 
and leads. 


Lost river was evidently a surface 


stream thousands of years ago. There 
is a well defined, deep rock bed leading 
from sink hole to sink, and in freshet 
season, when the volume of water be- 
comes too great for the subterranean 
passageways to carry, the overflow fol- 
lows the old river bed and joins the 
subterranean streams at the "rises." 
The old surface course is overgrown 
with trees and briers and some of 
these indicate that the surface course 
has not been used for at least cen- 
turies. Another evidence of its long 
habit of following underground sinks 
is shown by the mound builders' earth- 
works thrown up at various points 
where the river sinks away. Some of 
these mounds are the finest found 
north of the Ohio river. 


Of the surface tributaries to Lost riv- 


er the most remarkable is known as 
Stamper creek, which gushes forth 
from the sides of a bluff near Millers- 
burg. It has a rampant little current 
which carries everything with it to a 
sink hole a mile distant. No one knows 
exactly where it comes out, but some 
claim it makes its appearance at Spring 
Mills, six miles south. Here Lick 
creek bursts out of tHe base of a hill, 
just in the rear of the mill. Farther 
down stream Lick creek sinks away 
from view, and then comes up and 
flows to New Prospect, where it emp- 
ties into Lost river. 


Thore are several other surface feed- 


ers which are quite as freakish. Near 
them are found caverns through which 
subterranean streams flow. They are 
filled with eyeless fishes and water ani- 
mals. 
In some the streams have a 


swift current aud are evidently part of 
the Lost river system. At certain points 
in the county the surface has caved Jn 
and shows tost river running under- 
ground to tb-5 depth of 100 feet 
How 


the water is again elevated to the sur- 
face is not known. The passageways 
are through white rock, worn smooth 
and white by the water. 


Those who have made a study of the 


subterranean streams of Indiana and 
Kentucky have advanced the theory 
that away below the surface of In- 
diana—in at least the southern portion 
—there is a secondary great system of 
waterways and subterranean rivers. 
Some geologists of note have concur- 
red in this theory. It is known that 
such streams do exist in the extreme 
southern section. Wyandotte and oth- 
er caves owe their origin to these 
streams. 
Some years ago a subter- 


ranean stream was found running un- 
der Rush county, almost 70 miles 
northeast. 
The water can be heard 


roaring through the passageways and 
at times the course seems to be over- 
taxed. It evidently flows a great dis- 
tance from the northeast and probably 
has its source in the St Lawrence 
river system. At English a flood re- 
sulted in the discovery of another lost 
river. A new cavern was opened by 
tbe water in Crawford county. 


The attractiveness of Lost river and 


its tributaries is enhanced greatly by 
the weird, wild scenery of Orange 
county. 
There is no section of tbe 


state where tbo scenery is more strik- 
ing and diversified. 


Near the mouth of the river are the 


famous West Baden and French Lick 
springs, 
which throw off a water 


brackish in taste and green cast in 
color, which has become noted over 
the entire world.—Indianapolis Press.

DEATH OF MRSi MARTHA WRI6HT 


Rev. E. A, Wright to Assume 


Pastorate of Universalist 


Church at Once 


MRS, WRIGHT ALSO A MINISTER 


But Will Now Leave Pulpit to Devote 


Herself to Social and Parish 


Work. Mr. Wright's Pre- 


vious Work 


Rev. E. A. Wright of Brooklyn was 


unanimously called to the pastorate of 
the Universalist church at a business 
meeting of the church held last eve- 
ning, and will begin his duties us pas- 
tor at once, preaching next Sunday. 
When here last Sunday, Mr, Wright 
was recognized as the candidate who 
would probably be'called, and said to 
the olticers of the church that if the 
call was unanimous, he would accept. 
There is therefore no doubt of the mat- 
ter, 
and there will be no delay in his 


assuming the duties of the pastorate. 


In spite of the unpleasant weather 


last evening, the meeting of the church 
was largely attended, showing the in- 
terest that was taken in the call. An 
informal ballot was called for on the 
question of calling one of the candi- 
dates who have been heard, and this 
first vote was unanimous in favor of 
calling Mr. Wright. 
The vote was 


therefore made formal without further 
balloting. 


Mr. Wright is expected to reach the 


city this evening and will at once begin 
plans for taking up the work of the 
church. Mrs. Wright will probably re- 
main in Brooklyn for a short time to 
arrange 
for 
the 
bringing 
of their 


effects to this city. 


An interesting fact in connection with 


the call is that Mrs. Wright is an or- 
dained minister in the 
Universalist 


church as well as her husband, and 
has 
been 
preaching 
regularly in 


Brooklyn. She has now decided to give 
up this work, however, and will devote 
herself here largely to social and parish 
work, it is expected. As the pastor of 
the local churqh conducts services at 
Cheshire also on Sunday, it may be'that 
Mrs. Wright will some 
times take 


charge of these services, but this will 
be arranged later, and so far as pos-> 
sible she intends to leave the pulpit for 
the present. 


Mr. Wright is a young man who has 


been an active worker in the church 
for the last seven years, especially 
along missionary lines in the city. He 
was born on a farm near Auburndale, 
N. T., and before entering the ministry 
was a teacher for a number of years, 
holding 
responsible 
positions 
in 


schools. He then decided to enter the 
ministry, and entered the collegiate de- 
partment of St. Lawrence university 
at 
Canton, N. T. Following imme- 


diately on his college course he en- 
tered the theological seminary, from 
which he was graduated in 1893. His 
first pastorate was in Morrisville, Vt., 
and from there he went to Brooklyn. 
There he has preached in the Brooklyn 
heights church, and has built up a 
number of churches that started as 
missions, showing marked 
capacity 


for this form of organizing. 


He is a pleasing 
speaker and a 


thoughtful minister, his sermons in the 
ihurch of which he is now to become 
pjistor having1 pleased the congrega- 
tions of the last two Sundays. He is 
also an active parish worker, and the 
local church expects much good from 
his pastorate. Mrs. Wright was gradu- 
ated from the Canton theological semi- 
nary at about the same time with Mr. 
Wright, and it was hi the seminary 
that they became acquainted. 


Mr. Wright h"r recently received a 


flattering offer to leave the pulpit and 
accept a position again as a teacher, 
but he feels that hig work is in the 
church, and declined to accept.

Mother of Late Congressman Wright, 
and Prominent in Anti-Slavery Times 


Mrs. Martha P. Wright, mother of the 


late Congressman Ashley B. Wright, 
and of Mrs. John A. Rice of this city, 
died yesterday afternoon at the home 
of her daughter, 194 Main stieet, at the 
age of 79 years. Eight weeks ago she 
was attacked with the grip, which was 
followed by pneumonia. 
She 
rallied 


from the disease, but so weakened in 
strength, that she had failed gradually 
since that time until she sank peace- 
fully away. Until her final illness she 
had been remarkably active for a wo- 
man of her age, and her mental facul- 
ties were clear to the last. 


Mrs. Wright was born ia HinsdaJe, 


May 11, 1812. She was he daughter of 
George W. and Martha 
K. Putnam 


McElwaln, he-r grandfather being a 
cousin of General Israel Putnam of 
revolutionary fame. She was married to 
Charles Wright at Middlefield on Oc- 
tober 20, 1S35, and some of the earlier 
years of her man-led life were silent in 
Albany, and Buffalo, N. Y., where her 
husband was; engaged in the flour and 
shipping1 trades, though most of her life 
was passed in Berkshire where she 
reared and educated her ramily. 


Her husband was a leader in Wes- 


tern Massachusetts of the anti-slavery 
movement and a. prominent reaublican 
and she was conspicuously identified 
with the social life 
of Berkshire 
in 


those days1 when, the cultivated and 
patriotic New England women, of 
which she was an attractive type, were 
doing such earnest and bea.uliful work 
ir> upholding- the hands of those striv- 
ing for the preservation of the union 
and the abolition of slavery. 


It was a crime in those days even in 


the old bay state to assist a slave in 
running away and 
friends, of Mrs. 


Wright can recall the time when she in 
the absence of her husband was the 
only person in her neighborhood who 
dared harbor a runaway slave: can re- 
call one particular case where for days 
she hid in her home and carefully at- 
tended to the wounds and bruises of 
a fugitive slave girl until 
&h& could 


safely start her again, on her way to 
Canada* 


In the very first daysi of the war, 1861, 


she showed a patriotic 
and 
brave 


spirit that was publicly recognized and 
held up by the press as an inspiration 
to others. Her oldest sJon, George W. 
Wright, just out of Williams, was in 
the regular army. He had beer, detailed 
to Harper's Ferry and was one of the 
three to whom was entrusted 
the 


perilous and important worK of blow- 
ing up the U. S. arsenal to prevent the 
arms from falling into the hands of the 
confederates. While the remainder of 
the garrison retreated he successfully 
accomplished his work though nearly 
surrounded by 5000 of the enemy. In 
re'rg-nition ot this feat he -nas ra^idlv 
1'inmoted to a first lieutenancy.
